EDITORIAL NOTES 


Better Horse Census 


E are gratified to know that Tom R. Hutton, 

editor of Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s The Press 
(Binghamton, N. Y.), in line with the suggestion 
made in these columns (October 20, page 396), 
is, aS Russell Oakes, in the Baltimore Evening 
Sun expresses it, “making an effort to persuade 
the Federal Department of Agriculture to include 
in its farm census of the United States a set of 
questions to be answered by all breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses.” 

Mr. Hutton has prepared a tentative set of 
10 questions under four subdivisions, and they 
have been submitted, as we understand, to the 
Department of Agriculture. The questions under 
the heading “Stock” ask the number of stallions, 
broodmares, foals, yearling colts, yearling fillies 
and horses in and out of training, and the value 
of the animals. 

Under the caption ‘Lands and Equipments,” it 
is desired to know the number of acres, training 
tracks, buildings and equipments “used in Thor- 
oughbred breeding establishments,” and _ the 
value of same. Under the heading ‘“Employ- 
ment” is asked the ‘total annual payroll and 
total average number of persons employed in 
Thoroughbred breeding and training establish- 
ments.” 

The fourth caption covers “Consumption of 
Farm Products,” and seeks to ascertain the 
“total tons of hay, straw, grain, prepared foods, 
carrots and other materials purchased by Thor- 
oughbred breeding establishments per year to- 
gether with the value thereof and classification 
over and above the value of products raised on 
the lands of the breeding establishments.” 

Perhaps, this may strike some readers of 
THE BLoop-HORSE as wanting to know too much 
about the business and affairs of the breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses, but after mature considera- 
tion, we believe, the majority will be of the 
opinion that such knowledge, in the hands of the 
Federal Government, accessable to all, will, by 
and large, be of vast benefit to the Thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry.

Racing Secretaries 
UR congratulations to New York’s racing 
governors on the employment of John B. 

Campbell to be racing secretary at each of the 
tracks in that great State-—Belmont Park, Aque- 
duct, Jamaica, Empire City, in the Metropolitan 
area, and Saratoga Springs. He is, as our English 
friends would say, top hole in his profession. He 
exercises a fine influence on racing and, too, he 
imparts his knowledge to his assistants, from 
among whem in time will come his natural suc- 
cessor. 

In this connection we offer the suggestion to 
racing’s governors and to track managers every- 
where that they encourage initiative in the racing 
secretary’s office and that they discourage the 
arrangement of programs such as are mere copies 
of those of previous years. 

“Jack” Campbell has initiative as well as 
ability, and that is why he is at the top. That 
is why the late Joe McLennan was at the top 
when he was “gathered to his fathers,” and so, 
also, is it why Victor Schaumburg, the latest to 
join the great majority, was among the leaders 
in his profession. 

Victor Schaumburg was greater as an office 
secretary than as a racing secretary, but there 
were few men in racing’s history who so well 
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combined the work of the two branches. We 
know of no racing secretaries who have passed 
on leaving behind so many friends and so few 
objectors as did Edward Jasper, Edward Magin, 
Edward Hopper, John B. Dillon, W. P. Fraser, 
Robert F. Leighton, Joe McLennan and Victor 
Schaumburg. 

We offer the thought that the young men now 
coming on would do well to inquire into the 
records and achievements of those men. They 
could do so with profit to themselves and to the 
Turf. They were honest and they were capable. 

lll-Advised Plan 
Py ANGER’S announcement that there will 

be racing at Agua Caliente on Sundays and 
holidays, beginning December 30, five days after 
the date for the opening of the Los Angeles 
Jockey Club’s meeting of 53 days, Sundays ex- 
cepted, at the new Santa Anita track near Los 
Angeles, has caused the United Press to suggest 
that “an international horse racing war, with 
Southern California patronage at stake,” is in 
the offing. 

Sunday racing at Agua Caliente cannot, by any 
stretch of the imagination be classified as ‘for 
improvement of the breed of horse.’”’” The same, 
we admit, may be said of a number of racing 
places and race meetings not conducted on Sun- 
days. But we hold to the belief that no sports- 
man will encourage the scheme at Agua Caliente 
by sending horses to race below the border while 
the meeting at Santa Anita is in progress. Dr. 
Charles Strub, the able general manager of the 
new enterprise at Los Angeles, has said that no 
stableroom at the Los Angeles Turf Club track 
will be available for horses participating in Sun- 
day racing at the Mexican track. Ordinarily we 
do not favor the lockout, but here is a situation 
that calls for heroic measures, and Dr. Strub has 
not hesitated to make an emphatic declaration of 
his intention to shut out those who make Sunday 
racing possible at the Mexican plant. 

One of the most honorable men who ever put 
chalk on slate at the race course—-one of the best 
informed men about racing in America 
written us upon this subject, as follows: 

Agua Caliente only wants racing to lure poor fools 
to play slot machines and crap games and to fill the 
hotel. While there, the vear Victorian won the Handi- 
cap, I counted 109 different gambling games within the 
track enclosure, and I noted that hundreds of people 
never left the tables to see the races run. With syndi- 
cate books, 17 per cent mutuels and synthetic drinks at 
sky high prices, it is, truly, no place for horse racing.

It was not the intention of our sportsmen fore- 
fathers who designed racing as the test by which 
the best of the breed may be judged, that horses 
should be, as our friend puts it, lures for crap 
games. As a matter of fact, the racing rules 
forbid the operation of gambling games on racing 
grounds.

business should pick up, with so many tracks 
operating.”” The mere fact of so many tracks 
operating cannot, of itself, make the breeding 
business pick up, but if, through the operation of 
so many tracks, there comes an increase in 
purses, the breeding business is sure to pick up. 
More than that, it will reach a higher plane than 
it has ever enjoyed in this country. The necessary 
increased distribution to horsemen can be had by 
a more equitable apportionment of the revenues 
accruing to the tracks. Too much is being taken 
by the States for privilege taxes and other oper- 
ating costs, including salaries to executives, have 
been out of proportion to the sums paid to the 
horse owners. Let there be early readjustment, 
keeping in mind the fact that the attendance and 
track revenues will increase when there is lower 
take, lower taxes and higher purses. 

“Equipoise, which ran third Wednesday, is 
losing some of his poise,’ says The Louwisville 
Times. Even so, the noble steed continues to 
“hold his public.”

I\ the Invitation, Equipoise ran as if he can 
regain top form once more, his feet and weak 
leg permitting. Like most old horses, he worked 
impressively and seemed razor sharp, but in 
actual competition appeared in need of the effort. 
Lacking his usual early speed, he charged well on 
his own courage, taking the outside in the stretch, 
but the bid came too late, and Okapi and All For- 
lorn, a couple of platers asking no weight favors, 
scratched home a half-length and a nose before 
him in 1:1045. Okapi, two-time Toboggan Han- 
dicap winner, was running the best race of his 
career to date and, with the filly, can expect to 
pack heavy burdens in future handicaps after so 
successfully carrying that 130. The Whitney 
‘amp was delighted with Equipoise’s effort and 
his main objective, that $100,000 California Han- 
dicap, still is some three months away. Inci- 
dentally, one understands the weights will scale 
down from 126 in the Santa Anita race.

Time Supply 
HE Narragansett Special’s surprising result 
proved one thing--that Time Supply hasn't 
an exceptionally straight hind leg and a Fair Play 
dam for nothing. It further proved that even a 
horse’s owners may be mistaken in the animal's 
ability, for they do say that Trainer Frank Travis 
had to plead a long time with Mr. and Mrs, Car- 
reaud to induce them to “waste”? $500 nomination 
fee for that 3-year-old son of Time Maker in the 
race which brought out his unexpected route- 
running ability and added just $28,000 to the 
earnings of a $5,000 juvenile acquisition. The 
colt which set new six-furlongs marks at Havre 
de Grace and Narragansett Park in recent weeks, 
may have been a more serious threat in Midsum- 
mer, when Cavalcade and Discovery were sweep- 
ing all before them, could he have attained such 
form. He has few engagements between this and 
the close of the major season in the East.

Cavalcade 
AVALCADE has returned to Columbia, S. C., 
where he trained for his 1934 engagements, 
to make ready for the $100,000 Santa Anita Han- 
dicap, on Washington's Birthday. The *Lance- 
gaye colt is trained by Robert A. Smith in the 
English manner, by being tried with others of 
the string at various weight adjustments. They 
do say he whipped the 4-year-old Inlander at Co- 
lumbia early last Spring, giving that Classic win- 
ner many pounds actual weight. Cavalcade is but 
one of a long list of more or less infirm cracks 
getting ready for the Santa Anita Handicap; 
‘twenty Grand, Equipoise, Hadagal, Tred Avon, 
Head Play, Ladysman and the sturdy Discovery 
are prominent among the others. It is odds-on 
that not half of the group will ever see California, 
but those writing the advance publicity will cer- 
tainly have some fancy names to juggle before 
the readers’ eyes.

genes HELEN, as this is written, continues 
undefeated in seven starts, in the last of 
which she satisfactorily answered the question as 
to her stamina with an emphatic, galloping vic- 
tory over the improved Gillie at a mile and 70

yards. The daughter of Black Toney is small, 
but has the natural cut of one which will go on, 
showing muscularity of the long, lean variety of 
such a performer, rather than the compact, 
sprinting kind. There certainly was no indica- 
tion that she had reached the end of her endur- 
ance limitations at a mile and 70 yards. A vest 
pocket Top Flight, it is a matter for universal 
deploring that she was not nominated to the 
season's main 2-year-old dashes. 
No Passes! Righto! 
HE California Horse Racing Board's ban on 
passes is a step in the right direction, but one 
which will hardly have the whole-hearted ap- 
proval of those in political and business circles. 
General Manager Bill Kyne, who is one promoter 
not given to exaggerating, when it comes to de- 
scribing his tracks or their prospects of success, 
has expressed the hope that the public will realize 
that it costs money to present the sort of pro- 
grams Bay Meadows is planning and will prove 
able and willing to support high-grade racing. 
What free gates and passes can do for a race- 
track is well exemplified in the declines of New 
Orleans and Lexington racing. 
Board of Handicappers 
horsemen are themselves 
advocating some changes, chief of them the 
appointment of a board of three men to serve as 
handicappers and an earlier release of weights 
for overnight handicaps. The handicapping 
board was suggested in this space. No one per- 
son should be entrusted with such an important 
task. Instead, as in the graded handicaps, an 
average should be stricken from three individual 
sets of weights. Handicaps made in this fashion 
are bound to result in better contests and larger 
handicap fields. Possibly Messrs. Vosburgh, 
Campbell and one other, perhaps Frank J. Bryan, 
will collaborate in this manner in making New 
York handicaps in 19385. Mr. Campbell, in 1935, 
may write the books for the Narragansett meet- 
ings, and the actual programs be made by his 
assistants, Ben Holmes and Pat Horgan, as at the 
current meeting. 
OSTON, with voters willing, will have plenty 
of racing, if not too much, right in Massachu- 
setts next season, where members of the Eastern 
Horse Club are planning a $2,500,000 track in 
Norfolk County and Walter E. O’Hara, head of 
Narragansett Park, is scheduling another within 
18 miles of the Hub City. The Norfolk project 
is one in which Mr. O’Hara was expected to be the 
main backer a short time ago, but he declares 
that he will not become associated with any 
stock-selling venture. The Narragansett chief 
will take all the profit or risk of loss in any track 
with which he is identified, leaving only enough 
stock to incorporate. Old Rosebud agrees with 
Mutuel Manager Mahony that one more track in 
the Boston area, with three states, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, looking 
for revenue, would be a hazardous investment. 
However, the second Narragansett meeting is 
proving a success, with the average handle hover- 
ing around $360,000, very good for the late sea- 
son, by comparison with the $408,906 at the first 
meeting, a record for the year. 
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PEDIGREES AND PREDICTIONS 


LBERT EDWARD WIGGAM syndicates a 

column in which he performs the miracle of 
rolling science up into paragraphs of convenient 
size and dropping them down the throats of grati- 
fied laymen. Recently he rolled a paragraph of 
such extraordinary content that several readers 
of THE BLOoD-HORSE gagged: 


1. Is it possible to predict the racing speed of a colt 


from its racing ancestry before it is born’? 
Answer: Yes, with a high degree of accuracy. After 


analyzing the racing history of over 10,000 race horses, 
Dr. Harry H. Laughlin of the Carnegie Institute has 


worked out the “general formula of heredity’’—a yard- 
stick by which the racing capacity of a horse can be 
measured and the capacity of his or her colts well 


predicted. On this yardstick, for example, Man o’ War 
measures 139.25 and his sire, Mad Hatter, 125.75. We 


see then instantly why Man o’ War was not only the 


best horse, but probably the best sire. I do not know, 
but I imagine were Dr. Laughlin not a scientist he 
could get rich “following the ponies” as he knows 
better how to predict their speed than any one who 
ever lived. 


It is incredible that a scientist, or even a popu- 
larizer of science, could have written the answer 
quoted above. I make the assumption that the 
office boy dropped it into Dr. Wiggam’s column 
as a joker. 

The substitution of Mad Hatter for Fair Play 
as the sire of Man o’ War is not important. It 
was a mere slip. The figure appearing after Mad 
Hatter’s name is the figure assigned by Dr. 
Laughlin to Fair Play. But it is the next sentence 
which is a monstrosity. We see then instantly, it 
begins. We see then instantly why Man o’ War 
was not only the best horse, but probably the best 
sire. I want to meet the man, scientist or as- 
trologer or ditch-digger, who, after reading the 
first three sentences of Dr. Wiggam’s answer can 
see instantly anything about Man o’ War. The 
reader is more likely to see instantly that Dr. 
Wiggam is holding a four-card flush and ought 
to be called. 

The basis for Dr. Wiggam’s amazing non 
sequitur is an article called Racing Capacity in 
the Thorouyhbred Horse, by Harry H. Laughlin, 
of the Carnegie Institution’s Department of 
Genetics, Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island, pub- 
lished in the Scientific Monthly of March and 
April, 1934, and reprinted in a 26-page pamphlet 
by the Carnegie Institution of Washington. It is 
a scientific treatise which the average horse- 
breeder might memorize from cover to cover 
without becoming any wiser. 

Dr. Laughlin organized the records of ‘some 
10,000 Thoroughbred horses” in an effort “to dis- 
cover the mathematical rules by which Nature 
transmits racing capacity from one generation of 
Thoroughbred horses to another.”” At this point 
the reader might stop and listen to his heart 
pounding, for great excitement must attend the 
revelation of such secrets. He will even be tempt- 
ed to skip over to the last page and read immedi- 
ately the customary summary of the article. But 
whether he skips or reads on steadily he comes 
upon no unveiling of secrets. 

Dr. Laughlin’s is a splendid mathematical over- 
ture with a statistical theme. It spreads out 10,000 
horses, their records, their ancestry, their kin- 
ships and their produce, and looks for patterns in 
what would appear chaos to anyone but a statis- 
tician and a scientist. The patterns are pointed 
out (in language understandable only by mathe- 
maticians) and conclusions stated in terms of 
probabilities. As a statistical study it appears 
well done, a compliment which, coming from me, 
is quite as empty as would be an adverse criticism 
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coming from me, who have no standing as a 
scientist. 

The method of the author was, first, to devise a 
“yardstick” to measure racing capacity. The 
yardstick takes account of four variables, sex, 
age, weight, distance, and reduces them, along 
with the horse’s class, to a single all-inclusive 
figure. That figure, expressed in terms of pounds; 
is very much the same thing as a _ handicap 
weight, and is called by Dr. Laughlin the “bio- 
logical handicap.”” Man o’ War’s biological han- 
dicap was 139.25 pounds. 

Having established his measure of racing ca- 
pacity, Dr. Laughlin set about finding to what 
extent it could be used in estimating the probable 
racing capacity of the offspring of horses whose 
capacity was already determined. Here he used 
a trial-and-error method. He found it impracti- 
cal to use the racing capacity of the parents as 
the only basis for estimating the racing capacity 
of the offspring. He finally decided to obtain the 
“breeding factor” of the sire “by placing equal 
stress upon the racing capacity of his sire and of 
his dam-—-one sixth each; upon the racing capac- 
ity of the sire himself—-one third, and upon the 
racing foals which he has already produced—one 
third for the group.” A similar computation is 
made for the dam. A more journalistic presenta- 
tion of this method would have summarized it: 
Pedigree, one-third; performances, one-third; pro- 
duce, one-third. The combination of the breeding 
factors for the sire and for the dam produced the 
“Futurity Index,” or prediction-index, for the 
foal. It was Dr. Laughlin’s next task to show 
how accurate was his prediction-index. 

He showed it in this manner. He compiled 
Futurity Index figures for many foals, then 
checked the actual records of the foals, then 
made a graph to indicate the correlation between 
predictions and performances. He found that the 
greatest probability was that a foal with a given 
Futurity Index would prove to be a racer with a 
racing capacity in a specified five-pound range. 

That might sound like an important discovery, 
but there is a catch in it. Dr. Laughlin obviously 
intended to deceive no one, not even Dr. Wiggam. 
What he showed was that the probability of a 
foal’s racing capacity falling within a specified 
five-pound range is greater than the probability 
that the foal’s racing capacity will fall within any 
other specified five-pound range. But he did not 
show that the probability of the foal’s racing ca- 
pacity falling within a certain five-pound range 
is greater than the probability that the foal’s 
racing capacity will fall outside the said five- 
pound range. That was a different matter en- 
tirely, and it is inexcusable that Dr. Wiggam 
failed to grasp the distinction. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Laughlin cites the 
case of Man o’ War as an example which fails to 
conform to his prediction-index. He says: 


Man o0’ War was foaled with a Futurity Index or 
hereditary promise of 113. He actually developed a 
racing capacity of nearly 140. What is there in heredity 
if the promise of 118 will produce a capacity of 140 
and why did not a higher promise, which sometimes 

s as high as 125, produce the best horse? 

It is thus seen that the probability of producing a 
as good as Men o’ War from an hereditary promise 
of 113 is about 1 in 8,000. An FI [Futurity Index] of 
113 is itself quite high in hereditary promise, because 
only a small portion of all foals produced come into the 
world with an FI of 113 or greater. That is why, if 
from the present breeding stocks, and by the present 
methods of mating, America can produce a Man o' War 
every 20 years, she will be doing well. 
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Dr. Laughlin’s article is accompanied by an 
interesting graph in which he sets forth two 
probability curves. Here are a few notes made 
from the graph: 

If the Futurity Index of a foal is 110, the high- 
est probability (about 13 chances in 100) is that 
his racing capacity will be about 104. The chance 
that his racing capacity will be 110 is about 11 in 
100. The chance that it will be about 128 is four 
in 1,000. Down the other side of the scale, the 
chance that the foal’s racing capacity will be 
about 93 is 11 in 100; the chance that it will be 68 
is two in 100. 

If the Futurity Index is 120, the highest proba- 
bility (about 12 chances in 100) is that the racing 
sapacity of the foal will be about 112. The proba- 
bility that its racing capacity will approximate 
120 is about nine chances in 100. There are also 
about nine chances in 100 that the racing capac- 
ity will be only about 95. 

The figures are at random, and not intended to 
give a complete picture. But this much is defin- 
itely shown by the graph, that the higher the ex- 
pectation, the less likely it is to be fulfilled. 

I do not find this generalization made by Dr. 
Laughlin, but, if I read his graph correctly, the 
chance that the foal with an expectation of 120 
will be better than that is about one in 25. If the 
expectation is 110, there is about one chance in 
seven that the expectation will be exceeded. These 
probabilities are approximations of my own, esti- 
mated from the graph, and are subject to correc- 
tion. In fact, the figures set forth by Dr. 
Laughlin are largely subject to correction and re- 


vision. His whole system of computing probabili- 
ties can be changed on the basis of errors 


developed by trial. 

It is my notion that progressive appraisals 
should be made of all breeding stock. When a 
young horse enters the stud he should be judged, 
first, by his class as a racer; second, by his physi- 
cal attributes; third, by his pedigree. These are 
the principal clues to his value as a sire until such 
time as his produce are able to speak for him. As 
the years go on the records of his get should be 
given more and more importance in appraising 
the stallion’s worth, until finally they come to 
constitute almost the entire picture. With limita- 
tions, the same method may be applied to mares. 
In practice that is what happens; appraisals are 
progressive. 

But, even as it stands now, Dr. Laughlin’s yard- 
stick for estimating class and its inheritance is 
the closest approach yet made to @ satisfactory 
mathematical “progeny test” for Thoroughbreds. 
There is much more work to be done in this field. 


EASTERN BRIDLE TRAILS

HOSE in Kentucky and other states who are 

interested in the establishment of bridle 
paths will read somewhat enviously a _ small 
booklet recently published by the Massachusetts 
Forest and Park Association. A copy of this 
booklet, Guide to the Berkshires to the Capes 
Bridle Trail, was received by THE BLOOD-HORSE 
last week from Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary to 
the Horse and Mule Association of America. 
Realizing some years ago that many _ private 
bridle paths existed, the Forest and Park Associ- 
ation set about connecting them into an extended 
and uninterrupted trail, reaching across. the 


state, and the Berkshires to the Capes trail is 


the first completed unit in this work. Four 
hundred and fifty miles of bridle trail is the 
result, stretching from the Berkshire Hills along 
the northern boundary of Massachusetts, ending 
at Gloucester on the Atlantic coast, with a long 
spur, breaking off southward at Groton, circling 
the great arm of Cape Cod, ending at Province- 
town. A map included in the booklet shows per- 
haps twice as many miles of paths which are 
to be added to the already existent trails. When 
these projects are completed, Massachusetts will 
have more than 1,500 miles of bridle paths, reach- 
ing virtually every section of the state. 

The body of the Guide is a fine handling of 
that very difficult business: giving directions to 
the traveller. The bridle paths are marked, with 
white and orange paint spots about six feet 
from’ the ground, on trees, poles, and other 
objects, at important intersections and _ turns. 
However, realizing that there are too many mis- 
guided persons whose perverted notions of 
humor find pleasure in the difficulties of others, 
the Association has guarded against the mutila- 
tion, removal, or falsification of these markers 
by an elaborate, but thoroughly clear, set of 
directions. The 450-mile path is divided into 
zones, 10 in all, with a separate map for each 
zone. The zone, in turn, is divided into smaller 
sections, of five to six miles each, and the rider 
is directed in relation to prominent objects: 
high roads, coast guard stations, state reforesta- 
tion lots, rivers, lakes, and other easily discerned 
points. In conjunction with the accompanying 
maps, it would be almost more difficult to lose 
than to keep the road. As a sort of introduction 
to the directions for each zone, a brief account 
of points of interest within it are given. Adver- 
tisements printed on pages facing the directions 
point out the location of inns, of stables, of 
veterinarians and of blacksmiths, and carry 
other similarly valuable information. With this 
booklet in his saddle-pocket, the rider can 
traverse the entire state, always certain of his 
direction, never in doubt as to where to obtain 
refreshment or lodging, either for himself or his 
horse. Suggestions on equipment and other 
matters of aid to inexperienced equestrians are 
included, together with directions for the proper 
care of the horse. 

In a foreword to the booklet, the Association 
points out a truth applicable to every state: that 
although the primary object of the establishment 
of bridle trails is the increased opportunity of 
recreation for the state’s riders and hikers, an 
economic object also is served. The Association 
believes that the trails will lead to the greater 
use of horses for recreation and will stimulate 
the raising of horses in the state. In Kentucky, 
where there is annual difficulty among breeders 
of disposing of horses whose racing days are 
over, or whose speed is not sufficient to warrant 
a career on the Turf, the economic aspect of the 
case might be more prominent. It has been noted 
before now that the abundance of horses in Ken- 
tucky is paralleled only by the scarcity of places 
in which to ride them. 

The Forest and Park Association took the 
initiative and bore most of the expense in the 
establishment of Massachusetts trails, but it 
acknowledges gratefully the assistance of local 
horsemen. A benefit horse show, for example, 
was held to help defray expenses of marking the 
trails. Many prominent horsemen are among the 
members of the Bridle Trails Committee of the 
Association. 
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E. J. TRANTER SALES 

HE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press Tuesday 

afternoon, November 6, with the results avail- 
able from the first three sessions of E. J. Tran- 
ter’s sales at the Lexington Sales Paddock. The 
figures at hand are not complete enough to indi- 
cate accurately the state of the market, but in 
general they are encouraging, especially in the 
yearling division. 

For the afternoon of Monday, November 5, 
there was a miscellaneous consignment of stallions 
and broodmares. The stallions Apprehension and 
Terry were withdrawn, leaving only Blind Play 
in this division. The son of Fair Play, offered 
by the estate of Stephen H. Velie, was purchased 
by Humphrey S. Finney for the account of Syl- 


- vester W. Labrot, owner of Holly Beach Farm at 


Annapolis, Md., for $2,000, the highest figure of 
the sale up to the time THE BLOOD-HORSE went to 
press. Besides the one stallion there were sold 
81 broodmares for a total of $20,570, average 
$253.95. The average for the 82 head sold during 
the afternoon was $275.24. Highest price for a 
mare was $1,025, which M. N. Porter, of Lexing- 
ton, paid for O Girl, Fiji's dam, consigned by 
Frazer and Clarence LeBus. Two mares in the 
C. V. Whitney consignment, Margin, in foal to 
*Dis Donc, and Chene, in foal to Mad Hatter, 
went for $1,000 each, and both were bought by 
Thomas B. Cromwell for the account of Major 
A. C. Taylor, British Columbia breeder. Major 
Taylor, in the course of Monday afternoon and 
evening purchased seven head, the two Whitney 
mares and five yearlings. 

The largest consignment of Monday afternoon 
was 28 head from B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm. 
They brought $6,220, average $222.14. Mrs. 
Payne Whitney’s Greentree Farm sold eight head 
for $2,800, average $350. F. B. Hills, Agent, dis- 
posed of eight for $1,045, average $130.63. Eight 
mares brought from Wyoming by R. V. Dennison 
brought $560, average $70. 

The sale of Monday evening saw 81 yearlings 
pass before Auctioneer John W. Bain. They 
brought a total of $37,015, average $456.98. Top 
price of the evening was $1,600, paid by Mrs. 
Payne Whitney (Greentree Farm) for a brown 
colt by Black Servant in the consignment of 
Thomas Piatt. Major Taylor, through Mr. Crom- 
well, was one of the most active bidders in the 
yearling market, his highest-priced purchase be- 
ing a son of Tryster for which he paid $1,525. 

Col. Phil T. Chinn had assembled for the eve- 
ning sale an offering of 19 yearlings for which the 
bids totaled $10,200, average $536.84. (Last No- 
vember Colonel Chinn sold 25 head of tried year- 
lings for $13,080, average $523.20; none of the 
yearlings he offered this year were tried for 
speed.) Thomas Piatt received for 13 youngsters 
a total of $6,985, average $537.31, and his son, 
Thomas Carr Piatt, obtained $1,950 for five head, 
average $390. The Audley Farm’s 15 yearlings 
brought $6,050, average $403.33. The eight head 
from the C. V. Whitney farm realized $4,685, 
average $585.63, the highest average among the 
larger yearling consignments. 

The total for the first day’s selling, stallion, 
brcodmares and yearlings, was 163 head, sold for 
$59,585, average $365.55. On the first day of last 
year’s November sales at Lexington the total was 
159 lots, sold for $58,825, average $369.97. The 
slight decline in the general average is accounted 
for by the fact that on the first day last year the 
Swingalong Stud was dispersed and the average 


quality of the broodmare offerings was higher. 
Last year the general average of the entire sale, 
426 head, was $275.83. The 102 mares sold last 
year averaged $293.24; 284 yearlings, $259.73. 
While the average for the mares on the first day 
this year was below the general average for 
mares last year, the average for the yearlings 
scld the first day this year is 72 per cent better 
than the general average for yearlings in the 
entire sale last year. 

The sale of Tuesday morning, November 6, 
was composed of the stallions, mares and year- 
lings offered by the partnership of Polk Laffoon 
and Henry Yeiser, Jr., including the stallion Hil- 
dur, whose ownership was shared jointly by 
Messrs. Laffoon and Yeiser and Jerome B. Res- 
pess. In this dispersal there were 34 head sold 
for a total of $5,625, average $165.29. The two 
stallions, Hildur and Republic, went for a total of 
$625. Thirteen yearlings brought $1,995, average 
$153.46. Nineteen mares sold for $3,005, average 
$158.15. 

At the end of the Laffoon and Yeiser dispersal 
the totals for the sale stood: 197 head sold for 
$65,210, average $331.02. 

Aside from the actual figures, opinions as to 
the market arise from different points of view 
and are therefore quite different. But the con- 
sensus, if there is a consensus, is that breeding 
stock and yearlings are still going at prices 
which are decidedly below their true value and 
which accordingly make them good investments.

PHILLIPS TO CALIFORNIA 

Clyde Phillips will train a public stable in Cali- 
fornia this winter, and will have in his string five 
or six horses to carry the colors of W. R. Coe, 
master of Shoshone Stud. These will be Ladys- 
man, to be pointed for the $100,000 race at Santa 
Anita, Laughing Queen, Pomposity, Bluebeard, 
Pomparia and the 5-year-old Osculator. Manager 
Hugh Fontaine believes that Osculator, which has 
been galloping at the farm, will stand training 
again, and in this he is joined by Trainer Phillips, 
who has been at the farm for several days, pre- 
paratory to shipping the horses to Santa Anita 
track from Lexington about November 10. In 
the same car will go five the property of Mrs. 
Clyde Phillips, they being Semaphore, Jovius, 
Longford, Rego and the coming 2-year-old chest- 
nut filly, Mixed Goods, by Sun Circle—-Tweed. 
This filly is a sister to Never Fade, which Mrs. 
Phillips bought at Saratoga. Trainer Phillips 
says her training has progressed sufficiently to 
let him know that she can run. Trainer Phillips 
expects to enlarge his string by the addition of 
others when he reaches California. 
TAKES A HOUSE IN LEXINGTON 

Trainer B. B. Williams and Mrs. Williams are 
taking a house in Lexington for the winter. 
Trainer Williams has returned the Warren 


Wright horses to Calumet Farm and will give 
his attention to the yearlings during the cold 
months. Nellie Flag is being ‘‘unwound” at the 
farm and is to have a well earned rest. “I be- 
lieve she will be a first class filly among the 3- 
year-olds,”’ he said. “Hadagal is a great horse; 
was coming to his best when the boy let him 
make that disastrous runaway. His bow is about 
the middle of the cannon bone length. He may 
go into the stud next season. He is surely worthy 
of a chance.” 


CARNEY WILL BUY RACERS 

Edward Carney, Louisville sportsman, has be- 
gun to build up a stable again, after dispersing 
his Thoroughbred holdings last year. The Carney 
colors were once prominent in Kentucky, and the 
Louisville owner plans to make them so again. 
He recently instructed Kirby Ramsey to select 
horses for winter racing, and Trainer Ramsey 
purchased the first of the string when he bought 
Stall Man, a winning 4-year-old son of Prince of 
Umbria, from W. H. Buckner. Carney also plans 
the purchase of yearlings to be prepared for 1935 
racing. The older performers will go to Tropical 
Park, where Trainer Ramsey has already applied 
for stalls.

THROUGH FOR THIS YEAR 

J. O. Keene came into Lexington from Keene- 
land Stud on November 1 saying that he had 
completed the pre-winter work on his mile and 
a sixteenth track and that he will have a good 
training ground there when time comes to get 
ready for racing next spring. “There are three 
or four real runners among those 10 yearlings I 
sold Bomar Stable,” he said. 
RECORD DAILY DOUBLE 

The entire daily double pool at Newbury, Eng- 
land, October 26, was won by one man on a $2.50 
wager. The winners were Mr. Tickler and 


Boozer’s Gloom. For his $2.50 ticket the holder, 
who refused to reveal his name, received $11,500. 
The odds, about 4,600 to 1, constitute a world’s 
record for a daily double pay-off. 
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BAY MEADOWS OPENS 


HE much-heralded new track at San Mateo, 
Bay Meadows, opened its inaugural meeting 
November 3, with a crowd reported to have been 
about 20,000 in attendance. A rather unvaried 
program featured opening day, the first six races 
being six furlong sprints for 3-year-olds and up, 
the last two being at 1 mile and 70 yards, for 
4-year-olds and up. The feature, the sixth race, 
was really open to all ages, but no 2-year-olds ac- 
cepted. A $600 purse minimum was observed, 
four races being for $700, with the feature, the 
Stockton Handicap, carrying $1,500 added. Close 
finishes marked almost the entire card, and the 
quality of racing apparently was somewhat above 
that usually found on the West Coast. A band 
parade and the official cutting of a green and 
white ribbon across the track from the judges’ 
stand featured the official opening of the track. 
Early claims regarding the extreme speed of 
the track received some support from the first 
day’s racing. No phenomenal time was turned in, 
the six-furlong feature, in 1:11%5, being the fast- 
est, but the track, though classified as fast, had 
barely dried after a heavy rain a few days earlier 
had left it muddy. The first quarter of the fea- 
ture, run by Marooned in :221!;5, also indicated a 
speedy racing surface. 

Although the Bay Meadows meeting was ori- 
ginally announced to be for 43 days, and is still 
so referred to in several racing publications, an- 
nouncement by the management was made some 
time ago that the session would not be prolonged 
past December 15, the original date for closing, 
and the date of the $25,000 Bay Meadows Handi- 
can. This provides for 37 days of racing and 
unless success tempts the track away from its 
present plans, the meeting will close as originally 
scheduled. 


RACING WARS IN PROSPECT 


With the announcement that week-end racing 
would be held at Agua Caliente from December 
30 to February 24, conflict between that track 
and the meeting at Santa Anita seemed certain. 
The Mexican track, left out when California rac- 
ing dates provided no place for it without compe- 
tition, at first announced that no meeting would 
be held there. Later plans were tentatively made 
for a summer meeting after the close of Bay 
Meadows’ Spring meet. The present plan for 
winter racing is apparently the first gun in a rac- 
ing war, and Charles Strub, head of Santa Anita, 
has announced that he will not co-operate with 
Agua Caliente and that horses which go from 
Santa Anita for Sunday races across the border 
will be refused stall space at the Los Angeles 
track. 


BONNY GRAFTON WINS 

Those who favored the chances of Eastern in- 
vaders in the Stockton Handicap ($1,500 added, 
all ages, six furlongs) at Bay Meadows November 
3 received something of a shock when Meadow- 
brook Stable’s Bonny Grafton (106), stakes win- 
ner this year at Agua Caliente and Longacres, 
finished a half-length in front of G. E. Ewins’ 
Gold Step (108), going away from her field. 
While another Western-owned filly, Mrs. Alberta 
Ryan’s Frisky Matron (114) was fighting for the 
lead with L. J. Mark’s Marooned (117), Jockey 
G. Burns allowed Bonny Grafton to drop com- 
pletely out of it, not having a single horse beaten 
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at the end of a half-mile. During the final quar- 
ter, run in 26 seconds, the Bon Homme filly made 
up 13 lengths on the field, making her last quar- 
ter about 23 and two-fifths seconds, and was 
going away at the end. Frisky Matron, though 
stopping, held on to third place, a head behind 
Gold Step, a half-length in front of Pasadena 
Stable’s Onrush (105), which finished well to 
take fourth place. The others were Marooned, 
Wise Daughter (3-y-o, 109), Tea Trader (111), 
Boardwalker (107), Chictoney (3-y-o, 105) and 
Joe Flores (102). Time, :2215, :45%5, 1:1136, 
track fast. Stakes division, $1,380, $300, $150, 
$50. With Wise Daughter heavily favored, and 
Frisky Matron and Marooned coming in for heavy 
play, the winner was at nearly 24-to-1.

SANTA ANITA STAKES CLOSE 


Attention of horsemen is called to the closing 
dates of the two chief stakes events of the Santa 
Anita race meeting which opens at Los Angeles 
Christmas Day. 

The $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, which is 
run February 23, will close its nominations De- 
cember 1. Subscription of $100 is to accompany 
the nomination; starters, to be named the day 
preceding the race, pay $1,000 additional to the 
winner. Weights will be announced December 15, 
no penalties. 

The Santa Anita Derby, added money to be 
from $15,000 to $25,000, will close December 20. 
This race, to be run February 16, calls for $50 to 
accompany nominations, starters to pay $250 to 
the winner. 

Other stakes and the dates of their closing are 
Christmas Stakes, closes December 20, run De- 
cember 25; Santa Maria, closes December 24, run 
December 29; New Years, closes December 26, 
run January 1; Santa Margarita, closes December 
31, run January 5; San Pasqual, closes January 6, 
run January 12; San Felipe, closes January 15, 
run January 19; San Vicente, closes January 2, 
run January 26; San Carlos, closes January 23, 
run February 2; San Antonio, closes January 23, 
run February 9; Santa Susanna, closes January 
1, run February 12; San Gabriel, closes January 
1, run February 12; Juvenile Championship closes 
February 14, run February 22. 


AMERICAN BID FOR BADRUDDIN

RHODE ISLAND 


NARRAGANSETT PARK 

HE largest crowd of the fall season at Narra- 

gansett Park found an unprogrammed fea- 
ture November 3 in the performance of the horses 
saddled by G. W. Ogle. In the second race Ogle 
saddled his own Some Knight to beat the favored 
Bamboula. In the fourth he sent out D. A. 
Wood’s Pompoleon to take the winner’s share of 
the $1,200 purse, and in the day’s feature, the 
Aquidneck Claiming Stakes, he completed a triple 
with Miney Myerson. 

Attendance at the Rhode Island track continues 
undiminished. The most pretentious program of 
the meeting was offered Wednesday, October 31, 
in the running of the $25,000 added Narragansett 
Special and a $5,000 added Invitation Purse which 
saw the return of Equipoise to the racing wars. 
About 20,000 persons attended, sending $548,000 
through the mutuel machines. While these fig- 
ures lead all other tracks now in operation, Nar- 
ragansett Park’s management has lowered its 
predictions for the current meeting. After the 
amazing success of Summer racing at that point, 
where the daily mutuel handle averaged above 
$400,000, glowing predictions were made for the 
Fall session, ranging from $400,000 to $450,000 
daily. With most of the Fall meeting past, Walter 
E. O’Hara has reduced the estimate to $360,000 
daily. 

One full week of racing remained at the con- 
clusion of the program of November 3, featured 
by three stakes events. The Viking Claiming 
Stakes, run November 6 was the first of these, 
and is to be followed by the Wannamoisett Han- 
dicap, set for November 7, and a $3,500 added 
stakes, at present unnamed, which. will feature 
closing day, November 10. Only seven races will 
be programmed daily during closing week, since 
shortening hours of daylight have made an eight- 
race program impossible. Proceeds from racing 
on November 5 and 8 will be turned over to Provi- 
dence and Pawtucket charities. 

DIFFERING OBJECTIVES 

A note from the New York Post tells of a bit 
of good-natured jibing by Walter O’Hara, pro- 
moter of Narragansett Park, which for a time at 
least was at the expense of George Bull, president 
of the Saratoga Association. When Mr. Bull 
visited the Rhode Island track October 31, Mr. 
O'Hara welcomed him with, “Not 50 bad, eh? 
There’s only 33,000 here today. You ought to see 
what we do on sunny days.”’ After heaving more 
thrusts at Saratoga’s historic but much more 
modestly attended meetings, Mr. Bull answered: 
“In Saratoga we have been trying hard to im- 
prove the breed of horses for close to 50 years. 
In New England they have increased the breed 
of race track attendances in two months. How 
remarkable, indeed. But I wonder how long the 
Puritan fathers will allow them to get away 
with it?” 


MINEY MYERSON’S SUCCESS 

G. W. Ogle’s Miney Myerson (113), a $350 
yearling purchase in 1931, raced to the second 
stakes success of his career at Narragansett Park 
November 3 in the Aquidneck Claiming Stakes 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). 
J. Klein’s Isaiah (110) set the pace, closely fol- 
lowed by the ultimate winner, and led until the 
last few strides, holding on resolutely, but was 
not quite good enough to handle the victor. A 


head separated the pair at the finish, with P. M. 
Pike’s Mamas Choice (107) taking third place, a 
half-length farther back, a nose in front of Arden 
Farms Stable’s Quel Jeu (110). The first five 
horses reached the finish all within a length. The 
others were Technique (107), Speedy Skippy 
(3-y-o, 105), Quickly (107), Thomasville (3-y-o, 
111) and Universe (110). Thomasville, which 
raced in the colors of H. P. Headley, was claimed 
from the race by Percy M. Pike for $6,000, the 
price being the highest claiming price paid dur- 
ing the current New England season. The win- 
ner, ridden by Jockey A. Tipton, was entered to 
be claimed for $5,000.

The fortunes of the Brookmeade Stable, 
somewhat dimmed after the retirement of Caval- 
cade and the failure of Psychic Bid in the Fu- 
turity, came into the ascendant at Narragansett 
Park October 31 in the Invitation Purse ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, weight-for-age, six 
furlongs) when Okapi became the first handicap 
horse to win from C. V. Whitney’s Equipoise at 
level weights at a distance of less than two 
miles. The race was programmed to attract 
Equipoise (150), returning to the Turf after re- 
tirement since last May, and New Englanders 
backed the son of Pennant into odds-on favorit- 
ism. Four Thoroughbreds accepted the battle 
with the Whitney star. Mrs. M. J. White’s All 
Forlorn (127) was away in front, Brookmeade’s 
Okapi (130) following, P. M. Pike’s Teralice (130) 
third, Equipoise a distant fourth. This order was 
held until the call midway through the stretch. 
There Workman called on Equipoise for his 
characteristic burst of speed, and the Pennant 
horse picked up Teralice almost at a bound and 
went after the leaders. Either Workman made 
his call a trifle late, or the months of retirement 
had taken the edge from Equipoise’s finishing 
rush, for he fell short, a half-length and a nose, 
of catching the leaders. Okapi, which had worn 
down All Forlorn, passed the judges a half- 
length in front, All Forlorn just nosing Equipoise 
out of second money. Teralice was a _ close 
fourth, while Cohort Miss (3-y-o0, 123), always 
outrun, was a distant fifth.

The prospect of Equipoise’s continuing in train- 
ing through the coming winter, with the $100,000 
Santa Anita Handicap in view, was darkened 
somewhat by his defeat at Narragansett Park, 
but on Tuesday of this week, as THE BLOOD-HORSE 
was going to press, the news came that the great 
son of Pennant, carrying top weight of 128 
pounds, had won the mile and a quarter Whitney 
Gold Trophy at the United Hunts meeting. Fair- 
eno was second, Mr. Khayyam third. 


MARYLAND 


PIMLICO OPENS 

LTHOUGH expectations had run high for the 

13-day meeting at Pimlico, the first days 
were low both in attendance and wagering. 
Opening day, October 31, attracted a crowd of 
only about 5,000, with the mutuel handle failing 
to reach $200,000, representing a drop of nearly 
$100,000 from the corresponding day last year. A 
small increase on Thursday lifted the average to 
$201,000, but this is said to be below the figure 
at which the track can break even. Saturday, 
November 3, was aiso something of a disappoint- 
ment, since it was predicted that 15,000 would at- 
tend. Actual attendance was 10,000. Matt 
Daiger, secretary of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
expressed himself as undismayed by the poor 
start. “Pimlico always picks up as it goes along,” 
he said. “Give us good weather and we'll come 
out all right.” 

The first of the four stakes features of the 
meeting, the Walden Handicap, run November 3, 
marked the first defeat of E. R. Bradley’s Black 
Helen, winner of her seven previous starts. Too 
much weight and being forced to race on the 
outside stopped the Bradley miss, also entered in 
the Pimlico Handicap, feature event of Monday, 
November 12. Features during the present week 
are the Baltimore Handicap, run November 6, 
and the Riggs Handicap, to be decided November 
10. More horses have been available at Pimlico 
than Laurel Park and Havre de Grace had to 
work with, and a good quality of sport has been 
offered there. 


FIRETHORN’S WALDEN HANDICAP 

The Walden Handicap ($7,500 added, 2-year- 
olds, 1 1-16 miles), which was something of an 
upset last year when Chicstraw led Discovery and 
Cavalcade to the wire, furnished a greater sur- 
prise November 3 when W. M. Jeffords’ 10-to-1 
Firethorn (109) came to the judges a half-length 
in front of J. H. Louchheim’s Morpluck (109), 
with the even-money favorite, Col. E. R. Bradley's 
Black Helen (118), and the second-choice, Green- 
tree entry of Gillie (112) and Sailor Beware 
(117), finishing far back in the big field. Cataw- 
ba Farm's Polar Flight (102), which finished a 
length behind Morpluck in third position, had the 
most early foot and led the field for six furlongs. 
Donald Meade, trying for his third consecutive 
victory in the Walden, sent Black Helen into 
closest pursuit, but the filly, carrying top weight 
and forced to break from the extreme outside, 
had too much taken out of her reaching conten- 
tion and began to shorten stride after a half-mile. 
As Meade eased her, W. D. Wright, on Firethorn, 
began making his run after working gradually 
into prominence. Morpluck made his move at the 
same time, and the two easily picked up the tiring 
Polar Flight in the stretch. H. C. Phipps’ Dia- 
blesse (108), always close, took fourth place, a 
length and a half behind Polar Flight, the re- 
mainder of the 16-horse field badly scattered be- 
hind her. The others, in order, were Our Reigh 
(109), Gillie, Brown Twig (108), Billy Bee (110), 
Sailor Beware, Direct Hit (109), Motto (110), 
Black Helen, Toolbox (109), Adams Eve (95), 
Indian News (104) and Dowdy Dell (109). 
Dowdy Dell fell on the first turn, tossing Johnny 
Gilbert, and Indian News was so much bothered 
by the spill that Jockey Decamillas pulled her up. 
Toolbox, the property of S. W. Labrot, was so 
badly cut down that he may have to be destroyed.

TEXAS 
ARLINGTON DOWNS 

ENEROUS attendance marked the first full 

week of the 21-day meeting at Arlington 
Downs, 18,000 being out on November 3 to see the 
running of the Dallas Handicap, which went to 
the Texas-owned Our Count, much to the surprise 
of most of the bettors. Thus far in the meeting, 
the Texas-owned stables have had most of the 
best of racing at the Fort Worth track. Friday, 
November 2, was featured by the running of the 
Texas Futurity, in which for the third successive 
year the Three D's Stock Farm Stable was suc- 
cessful. Chuck Wagon, easily the best of the four 
runners, won off by himself. 

Two stakes events are programmed for the 
present week, the West Texas Handicap, to be 
run November 7, and the Waggoner Handicap, 
which will feature Saturday, November 10. Two 
full weeks of racing remain on the Arlington 
Downs card, after which the scene in Texas will 
shift to Epsom Downs, at Houston, for a 25-day 
run. 

The recently closed 21-day meeting at Dallas 
Fair Park, of which 13 days was held concur- 
rently with the Texas State Fair, showed some- 
thing of a falling off from the standard set at 
the spring meeting at the same course. In 21 
days last spring a total of $2,863,827 was 
wagered, an average of $136,372 daily. The total 
at the fall meeting was $2,097,749, daily average 
$99,893. 


OUR COUNT UPSETS 

Though rated highly by the handicapper, H. C. 
Rumage’s Our Count (114) was thoroughly over- 
looked by bettors at Arlington Downs in the sec- 
ond running of the Dallas Handicap ($2,500 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles) November 3. The 
Rumage gelding had finished eighth in the Ar- 
lington Handicap on the previous Saturday, but 
apparently only needed the race to tighten him 
up. Jockey C. E. Allen had the son of Reigh 
Count away well, and was lucky to get through 
on the inside on the last turn, but Our Count went 
on gamely thereafter to outstay C. Savard’s Sun 
Monk (111), winning by a neck in the closing 
strides. Corsicana Stable’s Boy Valet (109) at- 
tempted to bear in through part of the journey, 
then swerved out badly after reaching the stretch, 
but closed well in the last eighth to take third 
place, two lengths behind Sun Monk, a head in 
front of F. Ianna’s Biff (110'2), which had been 
badly used up racing Money Getter (114), the 
pacemaker, into defeat. The rest of the field, in 
order: Indian Salute (118), Cotton Club (102), 
Money Getter, Wacoche (111) and Wild Turkey 
(109). The winner was 19-to-1, the Corsicana 
entry of Boy Valet and Wacoche being favored.

TEXAS TRACKS OFFER AID 

An offer to share the State’s burden of $560,000 
taxes on bonds for the staging of the Centennial 
in Dallas in 1936 was made before the Texas 
Legislature October 31 by Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy, representing the major interests of the 
State. If the proposal is accepted, racing in 
Texas will be assured of at least two more years. 

The racing interests offered the state 10 cents 
on each paid admission, five cents on each pro- 
gram, and 5 per cent of the tracks’ 71. per cent 
take-out from the certificate betting, the levies 
to become effective January 1. At present, the 
State receives 2! per cent of all money handled 
through the sale of certificates, the money going 
to schools and agricultural departments, and 
under the amended bill will continue to receive 
this percentage. 


STAKES DISTANCE ALTERED 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy, director of racing at 
Arlington Downs, announced November 3 that 
conditions for the Texas Centennial Handicap, to 
be run at Arlington Downs closing day, Novem- 
ber 17, have been changed. Understanding that 
the Houston track which opens on that date had 
scheduled a distance race for the inaugural fea- 
ture, the Fort Worth track scheduled a sprint to 
avoid competition on the single overlapping day 
of the two meetings. Since the Houston condition 
book shows an Inaugural Handicap for sprinters 
on opening day, the Texas Centennial, for all 
ages, has been changed to 1 1-16 miles. Entries 
close November 10, weights to be assigned No- 
vember 14. 


STROUBE HEADS TURF GROUP 

W. C. Stroube, part owner of the Corsicana 
Stable, was elected president of the newly- 
formed Breeders’ and Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association of Texas, at a luncheon meeting of 
directors of that organization at the Arlington 
Downs clubhouse October 29. Other officials 
selected were Houston Brownlee and E. F. Wood- 
ward, vice-presidents, and Floyd West, treasurer. 
A committee was elected to select and employ a 
permanent secretary for the association. 


The encouragement of the breeding and rais- 
ing of Thoroughbreds in Texas is the purpose of 
the Association, Mr. Stroube said in his short 
speech of acceptance, and a drive for member- 
ships will be launched immediately.

NEW YORK’S NEXT SEASON 

ENEFITS of the first year of racing in New 

York with legal betting are evidenced in 
plans for next year’s sport in the Empire State. 
The maximum number of days (185) of racing 
permitted by New York laws will be used. Under 
New York law, racing may be conducted from 
April 15 to November 15. Racing dates will be 
allotted at a January meeting of the New York 
State Racing Commission. Some difficulty is ex- 
pected over the dates allotted, since Jamaica, 
which has opened the season in recent years, is 
said to be dissatisfied with its Spring dates, point- 
ing out that uncertain weather in that period cuts 
down attendance. Belmont Park, it is also under- 
stood, is none too well pleased with its early Fall 
dates, since many patrons, at that time, are 
absent from New York. 

It is expected, also, that more ambitious stakes 
programs will be offered next year, and that some 
changes in nominations may be made, in the di- 
rection of setting back the closing dates for nomi- 
nations to a week or so before decision of the 
stakes. Suggestions for abolishing the forfeit 
system have been made, but it is not yet known 
whether they will be adopted. In connection with 
increased values of stakes offerings, George H. 
Bull, President of the Saratoga Association, has 
indicated that the “guaranteed’’ clauses will be 
replaced with an added money one in many of the 
Saratoga races. 

Another announcement, indicating the activity 
in New York racing, is the appointment of John 
B. Campbell as racing secretary for the five prin- 
cipal New York courses, Belmont Park, Saratoga 
Springs, Aqueduct, Jamaica and -Empire City. 
Mr. Campbell, secretary at more American tracks 
than any other official, will cancel engagements at 
Arlington Park, Laurel Park, Narragansett Park, 
and in Canada, to take over his new duties. Both 
the State Racing Commission and the heads of 
The Jockey Club are understood to be strongly 
behind Mr. Campbell. 

TWO RULED OFF TURF 

At a meeting of the stewards of The Jockey 
Club recently, Thomas Queen and J. W. Callahan 
were ruled off the Turf. The expulsion of Calla- 
han came on the conviction of selling liquor at 
the race tracks, while that of Queen resulted from 
an investigation of the sponging “of Grannys 
Trade at Jamaica this Fall. The filly was listed 
as the property of Mrs. E. Yost, and at the time 
the sponging was discovered Trainer C. Lonie 
was suspended, with all horses in his care. Dur- 
ing the progress of the investigation it was dis- 
covered that Mrs. Yost is the mother-in-law of 
the suspended trainer, and a final disposition of 
the case was not made until it was made known 
that Queen was the actual owner of the horse. 
Queen has also been indicted by the Grand Jury 
on the sponging charge. 


ENDORSER’S LICENSE REVOKED 

Because he allowed his name and photograph 
to be used in a Camel cigarette advertisement, 
Crawford Burton, well known as an amateur 
rider, has had his license as such revoked by the

At the same meeting at which Mr. Burton's license 
was withdrawn the amateur rider’s license of Harry 
Lee Smith and the jockey’s license of John J. Dawson 
were also revoked, and the application of Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane for the reinstatement of *Sardaneza, 
which she recently purchased, was denied. 

Joseph E. Davis, pleading pressure of business, re- 
signed as steward of the Association, and Archibald 
Barklie resigned as a member. 


LOUISIANA 


BRADLEY SELLS FAIR GROUNDS 


DEAL for the New Orleans Fair Grounds, 

which has been pending for several weeks, 
was closed last Saturday night. The purchasers 
are Joseph Cattarinich, Robert S. Eddy, Jr., and 
associates. The sellers are Col. E. R. Bradley, 
Col. John P. Sullivan and associates in the 
Louisiana Jockey Club. The price and other ar- 
rangements were not made public, though various 
“rumors” were published. Colonel Bradley is said 
to have invested approximately $1,200,000 in mak- 
ing the Fair Grounds one of the most attractive 
racing grounds in America. Thus, it is certain, 
the master of Idle Hour Farm has made another 
heavy contribution to his cherished sport and 
to the furtherance of the Thoroughbred horse 
breeding industry, in which he has attained a 
leading position. The expectation now is that all 
of the racing at New Orleans will be done at the 
Fair Grounds and that Jefferson Park will not be 
in use this winter, except possibly as a training 
ground. Messrs. Cattarinich and Eddy had an- 
nounced a meeting to begin at Jefferson Park on 
Thanksgiving Day, and Colonel Bradley had an- 
nounced a meeting to begin at the Fair Grounds 
on January 20 and to end March 17. Very likely 
the season at the Fair Grounds will extend from 
Thanksgiving Day to St. Patrick’s Day. 


AGAINST HANDBOOKS ONLY 

Some of the doubt as to the construction of 
Louisiana’s new law preventing dissemination 
of information concerning horse races was dis- 
sipated by a decision handed down Monday, 
November 5, by Judge Frank T. Eschezabel in 
a criminal court session at New Orleans. Judge 
Eschezabal ruled that Act 26 of the extra session 
of the Louisiana Legislature does not apply to 
newspapers and magazines. In the same ruling 
the judge gave the opinion that the act is con- 
stitutional. 

William J. Lirette, a news dealer, along with 
several other dealers, had been arrested on a 
charge of violating the act by selling out-of-town 
newspapers and magazines containing race horse 
news. The charge against him was dismissed, on 
the ground that the act does not abridge freedom 
of the press but applies only to “telegraph, tele- 
phone, radio and other instrumentalities.”” The 
judge’s opinion, from which District Attorney 
Eugene Stanley said no appeal would be taken, 
said in part. 

Newspapers and magazines are such familiar means 
of communication that it is reasonable to conclude that 
the Legislature intentionally excluded them from the 
statute under consideration. 

The objects of the act are to protect the morals and 
promote the general welfare of the people by suppress- 
ing gambling on horse races in certain places by pro- 
hibiting the dissemination of certain race horse in- 
formation of the same generic character.

TICK ON TO CALIFORNIA 

OL. E. R. BRADLEY last week informed THE 

BLOOD-HORSE that he had sold to Neil S. Mc- 
Carthy, of Los Angeles, the high-class racer Tick 
On and that Mr. McCarthy is taking the son of On 
Watch to California to place him in the stud 
there. Mr. McCarthy was in Lexington for the 
sales this week and apparently had in mind the 
purchase of a number of mares for the court of 
Tick On. The stallion and possibly some other 
purchases are to make the trip from Lexington 
to California shortly. 

Tick On, bred by Mrs. L. G. Kaufman (Loma 
Stable) and foaled at Horace N. Davis’ Blue 
Grass Heights Farm, Lexington, in 1929, is the 
best son of his sire, On Watch, son of Colin. He 
is out of the good mare Sox, by *Donnacona, 
second dam Tamarisk, by Ultimus. Through 
Colin and Uitimus he carries a double infusion 
of the blood of Commando. At two he won the 
Hopeful Stakes, was second in the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Richard Johnson Stakes and Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins Handicap, third in the United 
States Hotel Stakes. At three his career was 
marred by a bowed tendon, but not before he had 
finished second to Burgoo King in a close finish 
for the Preakness Stakes. (He was post favorite 
for both the Derby and the Preakness.) He did 
not race at four, but came back this year, after 
having been given a long preliminary training to 
sulky by Hunter Moody, and made 11 starts. 
While he did not approximate the form of his 2- 
and 3-year-old seasons, he won two races and was 
placed in seven others, including a second in the 
Empire City Handicap and third in the Clark 
Handicap and Granite State Handicap. In all he 
started 24 times, was five times first, nine times 
second, four times third, and earned $66,750. 

Tick On’s stud career to date comprises the 
siring of one foal, a promising weanling chestnut 
filly, out of Blow Out, by *Blue Pete. He was not 
bred to any mares this year. 


MACAW, BLIND PLAY GO EAST 

Among the numerous horses moving from 
Kentucky to Maryland this week are two stal- 
lions, Blind Play and Macaw, which should prove 
welcome additions to the breeding ranks of that 
state. Blind Play, purchased out of the Lexing- 
ton sale for the account of S. W. Labrot, will be 
located at Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis. Macaw, 
property of C. V. Whitney, is being moved from 
Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, Lexington, to 
J. W. Y. Martin’s Worthington Farm, at Glyndon, 
Md., under a lease arrangement. 


BREEDING NOTES" 
The stallion Allenby, by Bayardo out of the 
Derby winner Tagalie, died recently in Ireland. 
The total winnings of Blandford’s get in Eng- 
land alone this year are now approximately

THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE 

HE Cambridgeshire Stakes, a handicap at a 

mile and a furlong over the famous New- 
market course, is chiefly important to Americans 
because, through lax enforcement of the laws, 
there are many sweep tickets on the race which 
are held by citizens of this country. An esti- 
mated $450,000 in the Irish Hospitals Sweep- 
stakes was to be distributed to holders in the 
United States of tickets on the winner, Wych- 
wood Abbot, only about $50,000 less than goes to 
participants in England. The Post Office De- 
partment in this country no longer makes any 
effort to restrain newspapers from the publication 
of sweep awards. So, while domestic lotteries 
are forbidden, the sale of foreign lottery tickets 
in this country is encouraged. 

American interest in the Cambridgeshire might 
also have been provoked by the victory of an 
American-bred or American-owned horse, but 
none of the four American-owned starters ever 
figured in the race. Mate, A. C. Bostwick’s good 
racer, attracted attention only by getting out of 
his stable late and holding up the start of the race 
five minutes while he was cantered to the starting 
point. Thirty-two horses waited at the post for 
his arrival. 

Wychwood Abbot, a 3-year-old owned by O. V. 
Watney, ridden by R. Perryman, and carrying 
118 pounds, overtook A. B. Briscoe’s Commander 
III (4-y-o, 116) near the finish and went on to 
win by half a length. Commander III finished 
a head in front of Lord Derby’s Highlander 
(4-y-o, 114). The three leaders dominated the 
race through the last half. The winner was 9 to 
1 in the final odds, after an unsettled market. 
Wychwood Abbot’s time was 1:49%;5, equaling 
the Cambridgeshire record set by Disarmament 
in 1931. 

The winner had been a consistent member of 
the handicap division in England earlier in the 
season. He is a bay colt by The Black Abbot out 
of Sweet Hainault, by Hainault, second dam 
Sweet Hackness, by Hackler. Mr. Watney bought 
him as a yearling for 330 guineas. 


BAHRAM'S MIDDLE PARK STAKES

On the eve of his fiftieth birthday Steve Dono- 
ghue rode the Aga Khan’s Pampeiro (by Blen- 
heim-—Pie Grieche, by Pilliwinkie) to victory in 
the Grand Criterium at Longchamp. 

David Learmonth, after summarizing the year- 
ling sales and other features of the English rac- 
ing season, concludes ‘the future is brighter than 
it has been for the past five years.” 

Clain, recent winner of the Criterium de Mai- 
sons-Laffitte, for 2-year-olds, run at Maisons- 
Laffitte, France, is a grey colt by Chubasco (by 
*Stefan the Great) out of Clarabide, by Arc de 
Triomphe. 

A. C. Bostwick recently made his English debut 
at an amateur rider, piloting the American-bred 
Masked Knight, owned by his brother, G. H. 
(Pete) Bostwick, home in second place in a han- 
dicap at Ayr. 

Wild Meadow, 6-year-old American-bred geld- 
ing, by Apprehension—Puff, by Ballot, has won 
his last three starts in England. He was first 
named Logroller, and appears under that name 
in Volume XV of the American Stud Book. 

The brothers Morfair and Morstone, both 
stakes winners in the United States, have been 
bought from Victor Emanuel by their trainer, 
George Duller, according to English papers.

Winner by a neck in the recent Prix du Conseil 
Municipal, 11, miles, worth about $12,000, run 
at Longchamp, was Cadmus, 4-year-old chestnut 
colt by Bahadur out of Caponne, by Odol. Baha- 
dur’s dam was Amazone III, third dam of 
Brokers Tip. Caponne’s second dam was Cape 
Wrath, second dam of Esseff and Cee Tee. 

The Kennett Stakes, one mile, run at Newmar- 
ket October 19, was won by Tabasco, owned by 
the American sportsman A. Kingsley Macomber. 
The winner, a 38-year-old filly bred in France by 
Mr. Macomber, is by *Hollister out of Maskoki, 
by Maintenon, second dam the famous American 
mare Maskette, by Disguise. Maskette has 
founded an important family in France. 

Sixty thousand are reported to have been pres- 
ent at Randwick, Australia, for the recent run- 
ning of the Australian Jockey Club Derby, won 
by E. Moss’ Theo, with the odds-on choice, Silver 
King, in second place and Dark Sky third.

BOSTON TRACK PLANNED 

Evidently inspired by the extreme success of 
Rockingham Park and Narragansett Park, plans 
for a track to be erected near Boston have been 
formulated by a group of Massachusetts sports- 
men. An appeal to voters of Norfolk county is 
now being made over the signatures of Charles 
Sumner Bird, Jr., William C. Forbes, Phillip 
Allen, Walter Channing, Edwin S. Webster, Jr., 
Bayard Tuckerman and other influential sports- 
men of the Bay State for a favorable vote in a 
county referendum on horseracing with pari- 
mutuel betting. If returns of the election, to be 
held November 6, are favorable, erection of a 
$2,500,000 plant on a 1,500-acre tract in the 
Nepcnse River Valley is proposed. Present plans 
call for a mile and a quarter track, a mile 
straightaway, a two and a half mile steeplechase 
course and a mile training track. Accommoda- 
tions for 1,600 horses, parking space for 15,000 
automobiles and a grandstand seating 30,000 are 
features of the plans, drawn by Architect Josiah 
H. Child and approved by Mr. Tuckerman and 
his associates.
